Validity of Bill Unquestioned.

GOVERNOR SIGNS PARK BILLS. 


Consideration of Chicago Measures 
Takes Up Entire Day of the Ex- 
ecutive’s Time. 


[BY ASTAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Springfield, III., May 14.—[Special.]—Late 
tonight Gov. Yates signed the Chicago park 
bills, ten in number. They include the 
measures providing for the Crerar library, 
the Field museum, the Lincoln park exten- 
sion, and several others, as follows: 


Merchants’ club bill for the building of a 
boulevard out im the lake over submerged lands 
east of the Illinois Central railroad right of way, 
and connecting Lincoln and Jackson parks. 

The tax levy bill for the improvement and main- 
tenance of Grant park, adding a large acreage of 
land out to the harbor line, east of the Illinois 
Central tracks. 

The bill correcting the title of Grant park. 

The bill reclaiming the strip of su 
from the southern limit of Jackson park south to 
Windsor beach. 

The bill conferring authority for a $1,000,000 
bond issue by the town of Lake View for the pur- 
pose of reclaiming from the lake 215 acres as an 
addition to Lincoln park, extending from Fuller- 
ton avenue north to Cornelia street. 

The Lincoln park bill, giving the Circuit courts 
the right to determine the shore line and to con- 
demn riparian rights. The purpose of the bill is 
to give to the park board power to clear up some 
disputed claims along Sheridan road, north

Drainage Bill Signed. 

Gov. Yates today signed the legislative 
committee bill providing for the annexation 
of Calumet and Evanston to the Chicago 
sanitary district. Although the bill had a 
stormy passage through the two houses 
of the legislature, there has been no ques- 
tion of its approval by the governor. | 


Vetoes Judges’ Salary Bill./ 

Gov. Yates this morning vetoed the bill 
increasing the salaries of judges of the Cir- 
cult courts and Superior court from $3,500 
to $5,000 per annum. He said it would mean 
an increase of $115,500 per annum, as there 
were seventy-seven judges in the state, and 
that in two years the amount would be $213,- 
000 and in the six years during which the 
judges to be elected in June would hold 
office $693,000. He disapproved.this bill on 
the ground of economy and to save expense. 
just as he had disapproved the legislators’ 
salary bill and items in the general appropri- 
ation bill. 

The governor calis attention to the fact 
the total appropriation made by the last gen- 
eral assembly, exclusive of members’ and 
judges’ salary, amounted to $15,900,000, or 
$1,500,000 more than should have been ap- 
propriated, while the last genera] assembly 
appropriated for the same purpoges the sum 
of $13,450,000. The two items, judges’ and 
legislators’ salary, would make an increase 
of $435,000, or a grand total of expenditures 
of $16,435,000—an increase of $2,785,000. The 
governor announced his intention of decreas- 

the appropriations by an additional mfll- 
ion to bring them down to $15,500,000. : 

He said that judges of the Circuit and 
Superior courts of Cook county would suffer 
no diminution as they got $10,000 per annum 
regardless of the amount paid by the state. 


Contest Over Torrens Bill. 


Arguments for and against the Torrens bill 
began late in the afternoon, the first speaker 
being E. G. Keith, president of the Chicago 
Title and Trust company. Mr. Keith 
spoke briefly, denying the statement fre- 
quently made during the legislative session 
that the company was an octopus. He sald 
his company was properly organized under 
the laws of Illinois and abundantly able to 
care for itself in the courts. 

Theodore Sheldon, title examiner of Cook 
county, and framer of the original Torrens 
law, offered a written argument in favor of 
the bill. He was followed by W. A. Bond of 
board, who also 
favored the bill. In support of the claims for 
the bill he cited the estate of David Davis, 
handled by the firm to which he belonged. 
It had 400 lots in Cook county. The cost of 
the abstracts, not including attorney’s fees. 
was $8,000. Under the Torrens law it would 
have been $2,224. 


Favors the Telephone Bill. 


Senators Evans and Humphrey and M. 
Slusser of Chicago appeared before Gov. 
Yates today in favor of the bill giving 
telephone companies the same rights of emi- 
nent domain enjoyed by telegraph companies. 
Objections had been made that the bill 
would give telephone companies the right to 
attach wires to houses and to deprive prop- 
erty owners of vested rights. Its friends 
claimed the 1 gave no such privileges. 
The governor has the bill under advisement. 


Indeterminate Sentence Law. 


Gov. Yates has taken under advisement the | 


bill for the repeal of the indeterminate sen- 
tence law, which is advocated by State's 
Attorney Deneen, Judge MéEwen, and Sena- 
tor Haas of Cook and opposed by E. A. Snive- 
ly and Andrew Russell, members of the state 
board of pardons. ‘The governor says he was 
not acquainted with the importance of the 
measure until the hearing this afternoon. 
which consumed about three hours’ time, and 
that he must give the matter careful consid- 
eration. 

Among the + agent made for the bill toda 
was one by Mr. Deneen, which he has — 
bodied in a letter and addressed to the board 
of pardons. That board will answer it. and 
both letters will be filed with Gov. Yates 
before he takes final action on the bill. 


Objections to the Law. 


The ideas advanced by Messrs. McEwen 
and Deneen and R. H. Crosby of the Fed- 
eration of Labor were to the effect that 
when a man was sent to the penitentiary 
he ought to know how long he would be 
compelled to stay there, dnd that people 
were sent up for trivial offenses under inde- 
terminate sentences. If they had friends 
having position and money they could get 
out on parole, while poor men might be com- 
pelied to stay in prison for years in excess 
of the time they ought to have served under 
the old maximum punishment law. For 
this reason, Mr. Deneen said, men were 
using every subterfuge to get into the bride- 
well, and he claimed that great hardship 
was worked in many cases from indeter- 

All this was combated by Messrs. Snively 
and Russell, who made the point that inde- 
terminate sentence worked well and that 
they were giving every case that came be- 
fore them proper consideration and if this 
law be amended Illinois would fill up with 
habitual criminals: to prey upon the public. 

The argument drifted by easy stages into 
a lengthy discussion of sociological affairs, 
in which Snively, Deneen, and McEwen 
joined. The question of the reformation of 
criminals was discussed at great length, Mr. 
Snively denying indignantly the statement

When Gov. Yates reached his office this 
morning he found among other people await- 
ing him fifty members of the State Dental 
society, who wanted him to approve what is 
known as the Clark dental bill. Withouta 
minute’s hesitation the governor summoned 
the dentists and told them plainly he would 
veto the bill, and he gave them his reasons 
in short order. He said that when he be- 
came governor he made up his mind that he 
would never approve a bill which provided 
for the selection of public officers from a list 
selected by societies or agsociations.

an lured Lewis Yeager to his death. He was 
killed by a woman or for a woman. 

This became known late this evening, when 
the coroner left hurriedly for Sharpsville 
after a conference with the prosecutor. The 
men charged with the crime, released on bail 
at the hearing this afternoon, may be taken 
into custody again tomorrow. It is alleged 
they committed the murder at the request 
of a jealous, angered, or revengeful woman, 
who lured Yeager from his sweetheart’s. 
home last Sunday night in order that he 
might be slain. : 

Seen with Two Women, 

It was learned late tonight that Yeager 
was seen in company with two women and 
two men about midnight, after he left his 
sweetheart, and four hours before his dead 


Frank Burns, a farmer who lives near 
Sharpeville, spoke to Yeager as the four 
passed him in the one carriage. They were 
going in a direction away from Yeager’s 
residence in Oakford, although the victim 
of the murder had told his sweetheart, Miss 
Myrtle Finley, that he must leave for home 
earlier than she desired. ‘“ Because, he 
sald, it is g late.” 


Women to Be Arrested. 


Yeager is known to have paid attentions to 
several young women, and arrests will be 
made as soon as the identity of the two with 
him on Sunday is established. One of these, 
say the authorities, knew of the enmity 
existing between Yeager and Logan Ingalls, 
Frank Eades, and Charles Eades, the pris- 
oners. 

One rode with Yeager in the carriage, 
while the other woman was left at her home. 
When Yeager turned about he was killed. 
the woman or the man beside him in the 
carriage firing the fatal shot. The bullet 
was in his left temple, where the pistol would 
have been presented had the assailant fired 
the shot when his victim was driving. 


Saw Yeager Turn Back, 

Oscar Pickering saw Yeager turn back 
when out of sight of the girl’s home and go 
from the Sharpsville road. He did this by 
appointment with the woman who killed him 
or lured him to his death, for when next seen 
in front of the farm of Evans Pickering fur- 
ther south and farther away from his home 
he was in the party of four. 

A mile further south Fred Johnson, whose 
absence caused the hearing of the prisoners 
to be postponed, heard a shot fired at mid- 
night, or about the time Yeager would have 
reached the spot. Johnson did not investi- 
gate, and a shower would have destroyed 
trace of the crime. 

The body was then brabed in the carriage 
and the faithful horse went home, arriving at 
4 o'clock. 
Woman Will Be Arrested. 

Coroner Harrison returned late tonight 
from the place now believed to have been 
the real scene of the murder. He said: 

„There is a wcman in the case. An arrest 
will be made as soon as we consider it justi- 
fied. The facts brought cut by the farmers 
along Yeager’s course are startling, and may 
lead to the conviction of the men arrested 
or to the punishment cf some not yet men- 
tioned.” 

The identity of the girl who was with Yea- 
ger will be learned tomorrow, it is expected. 
More witnesses will he sumomned for the 
inquest, which will begin tomorrow. A num- 
ber of young women to whom Yeager had 
been paying attention will be considered in

Released on Bond. 
Only th of the men arrested yesterday 


on the charge of murdering Lewis Yeager 
were arraigned before Justice Moreland this 
d@fternoon. \ Lewis Eades was arrested by 
mistake was released tis morning. 
Richard Eades has satisfied the officials he 
had nothing ‘to do with the crime and he 
will not be arfested. 

The prisoners, arraigned this afternoon 
were Frank and\Dillard Eades and Logan 
Ingalls.

Two more young men will be asked to ex- 
plain what they know of the case. Birch L. 
Green, who told the coroner that he heard 
Ingalls, or one of the Eades boys, say: “If 
Yeager comes over ere again he will have his 
block knocked off, will be questioned re- 
garding his whereabouts on the night of the 
crime. Lawrence Smith, a youth of Hem- 
lock, will be closely questioned. The dis- 
covery tod 
until 4 o'clock on the night of the tragedy is 
regarded important evidence which may 
involve othérs in the case. When Smith re- 
turned he refused to tell where he had been, 
and his relations with the dead man will be 
the subject of investigation. County Prose- 
cutor Cooper said tonight: More arrests 
may be made tomorrow if other men under 
suspicion fail to make an explanation.“ 

Birch Green heard the threat of death, yet 
he was the guest of the Eades boys on the 
day Yeager met his death. He had trouble 
with Eades a year ago over the purchase 
of a buggy. the note he gave being irregu- 
lar, said Dillard Eades. : 

Green took dinner at our ce, and we 
attended the Baptist church in Hemlock.“ 
said Dillard. ‘* He claims he saw us with In- 
galls after church, but we did not speak to 
Ingalls there. I have proof that we were 
at home from 10 o'clock Sunday night until 
the next morning. Let Green show where 
he was. He may have had a grudge against 

The authorities are certain that the three 
men were concerned in the murder of 
Yeager. They are the three men who are al- 
leged to have made threats. They were seen 
in a buggy not far from the home of Myrtle 
Finley about the time Yeager left there. 


May Have a Bearing. 

C. F. Leschner, an employé at the Threash- 
er livery stable in Kokomo, told the coroner 
today that three men of about the same age 
as the prisoners came to his barn early on 
the night of the crime, stabled their horse, 
and returned to the front of the barn. They 
drew two half pint flasks of whisky from 
their pockets and were about to empty them, 
when one said: 

Don't drink it. We will have work to 
do tonight.” | 

If the work was the killing of Lewis Yeager 
they used the whisky, for a quantity had 
been poured upon the clothing of the dead 
man, which caused the belief that he had 
been drinking. The men in the barn referred 
to the fact that they were going to Oakford, 
where Yeager was killed. 

Leschner and the county prosecutor vié- 
ited the jail this morning to identify the

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WW VIEWS ADVANCED AT 
CIAL SCIENCE DEBATE, 


Speakers at Annual Session of the 
American Association at Boston 
Diseuss Duties and Responsibilities 
of: Ofganized Workingmen—Their 
‘Necessity Is Admitted and Their 
Faults Commented Upon—Remedy 
Not in Incorporation, Says Eliot. 


Boston, Mass.. May **.—[Special.]—Labor 
unions, their responsibilities, shortcomings, 
and achievements were elaborately discussed 
at today’s session of the American Social 
association. 

@ principal speakers were George H. 
Anderson and Lewis D. Brandeis, members 
of the Suffolk county bar; Prof. Wambaugh 


| of the Harvard Law school, John F. Tobin, 
president of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 


union; Prof. D. L. Dewey of the Boston insti- 
tute of technology, and President Eliot of 
Harvard University. 


Criticism for Labor Unions. 

Mr. Anderson spoke on Some Responsi- 
bilities of Capitalistic Organisation.“ Some 
of the leading points made in his address 
were: 

It is not to be overlooked that. the career 
of the labor organizations has not been 
marked by any such love of wisdom, justice, 
and fair dealing as to evoke our moral en- 
thusiasm. 

Labor organizations have no moral 
standing to denounce trusts, for their move- 
ment is as distinctly a combination or tru 
as is the capitalistic movement. The t 
movements are like in motive and object. 

The organization of labor is an absolute 
condition precedent under present conditions 
to any sound social and industrial progress. 
To oppose that organization, to attempt to 
prevent it by legislation, or to denounce it 
in terms recently used at the manufactur- 
ers’ association at New Orleans is both fu- 
tile and foolish. 


What Unions Have Done. 


„The subject of Mr. Brandeis address was 
The Responsibilities of Labor Organisa- 
tion; Trade Union Incorporation.” He said 
labor unions have been largely instrumen- 
tal in securing reasonable hours of labor and 
proper conditions of work, and in raising ma- 
terially the scale of wages. He pointed out, 
however, that the struggle of. workingmen to 
attain these ende has been attended at times 
by acts of intolerable violence. 

“While the rules of legal Habilty apply 
fully to the untons, though unincorporated, it 
is, ag a practical matter, more difficult for the 
plaintif® to conduct the litigation and it is 
particularly difficult to reach the fundsof the 
union with which to satisfy any judgment 
that may be recovered. . 

“This practical immunity of the labor 
unions from suit or legal liability is, in my 
opinion, largely responsible for the existence 
of the greatest grievances which labor unions 
consider they have suffered at the hands of 
the courts, that ia, the so-called government 
by injunction.’ 


| Opposed to Incorporation. 

Prof. Wambaugh, who followed, also dis- 
cussed trades union incorporation. He held 
that trade unions are legally responsible for 
committing a wrong, though unincorporated. 
He held that “ the incorporation of trades 
unions, though attended with a few conven- 
lences, is unnecessary, inappropriate, and 
dangerous.”’ 

John F. Tobin, president of the Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ union, referring to Prof. 
Wambaugh’s remarks, said: The princi- 
pal argument in favor of the incorporation of 
trades unions is that it will give security to 
contracts made with labor unions and make 
them liable for damages to the same extent 
as the employers.”’ 

Prof. Davis L. Dewey of the Institute of 
Technology said: The proposition to in- 
corporate trades unions is to attempt to side- 
track the main issue in the discussion which 
is before the country. It is not asked for by 
trades unions. It is suggested as a method 
of imposing financial obligation upon trades 
unions and its members.”’ 

President Eliot summarized the question 
of the incorporation of the trades unions in 
the following Btatement: 

The positions of the unions is virtually 
that of 2,000,000 men who systematically per- 
mit moral and physical violence in the attain- 
ment of their ends. Unskilled laborers can- 
not gain their aims in a labor struggle with- 
out permitting violence, but this is à moral 
question and not one of da To at- 
tempt to get at them vindictively by inducing 
or compelling incorporation and making 
them financially liable is not at all the way to 


WHIRLED ON BIG FLY WHEEL: 
OILER PROBABLY WILL DIE. 


Inexperi enced Man, Said to Have Taken 
Striker’s Place, Crushed in Accident 
at Swift & Co.’s Plant. 


Whirled around three times on a big fly 
wheel in Swift & Co.’s plant at the stock- 
yards, Herbert Rosenthal, an oiler, received 
injuries last night from which he will die. 

Rosenthal's hips were crushed, the left hand 
and arm fractured in ten places, and he sus- 
tained internal injuries. He was still con- 
scious when taken to Wesley hospital, but the 
doctors said there was little chance for his 
recovery. 

Rosenthal, who is 21 years old, lives at 458 
East Forty-fourth street. He is an inexperi- 
enced man who was employed, it is said, to 
take the place of a striker: He began work 
at 6 p. m., and was oiling the parts of a driv- 
ing bar when his “ jumper” was caught in 
the belt. ‘ 

Unable to extricate himself, his feet were 
lifted from the floor and his body carried up- 
ward toward the top of the fast revolving 
thirty foot wheel. He cried for help, and 
Watchman Frank Smith hurried to the en- 
gine room and saw the oiler’s body crushed 
between the rim of the wheel and the ceil- 
ing. 

Before Smith had time to act, Rosenthal’s 
clothing became loosened on the third revo- 
lution of the wheel and he fell to the floor.

Denver, Colo., May 16, 2 a. m.—[Special.}— 
Ten thousand men and women will respond 
to the call of the labor executive commit- 
tee and go on strike tomorrow morning be- 
fore the Business Men's alliance can secure 
an injunction from the United States court. 

This was decided at midnight tonight, and 
emissaries were dispatched to every quarter 


of the city With notices to the unions that 


they were not to report for work in the morn- 
ing. It is expected by labor Jeaders that all 
will obey. Twenty-five hundred men are al- 
ready out. This will tie up the business of 
the city and further paralyse industry by 
shutting off electric light and power. Most 
of the large office buildings rely upon the 
city electric energy for elevator service. 


Strife Over Method of Arbitration. 

The cali for the general strike is a result 
of the failure of the citizens’ aHiance com- 
mittee and the labor leaders to reach an 
agreement, The alliance committee holds 
to its original proposition for the creation of 
one general arbitration board to which aH 
Gisputes shall be referred. The proposal of 
the labor unions’ executive committee to 
refer each difference to a c ttee of the 
employers and employés directly interested 
for arbitration was rejected. 

Charges Alliance with Insincerity. 

Former Lieut. Gov. Coates, chairman of the 
joint executive committee of organized labor, 
tonight submitted to the fire and police board 
the committee's response to this morning’s 
communication from the Citizens’ alliance. 
It charges the alliance with insincerity, and 
declares that it will receive no further rec- 
ognition from the labor committee. 


Labor Gets Injunction. 

The first injunction in the struggle was 
gecured by the unions today from John I. 
Mullina, in the District court, who two years 
ago was employed in the composing room 
of a local newspaper and is identified with 
the labor movement. The injunction re- 
strains the alliance from threatening or in- 
timidating members of labor unions or its 
own members, imposing fines for violation of 
any agreement not to employ union labor, 
collecting or paying out money in pursuance 
of a plan to break up labor unions, attempt- 
ing to bribe union officers or members, im- 
porting nonunion labor, bringing injunction 
suits against union members in an effort to 
break up unions, and influencing landlords te 


evict unions from their meetings places. 


Alliance Will Follow Suit. 

The alliance will go into the federal court 
in the morning and they hope by the superior 
authority and the wider scope of their appli- 
cation with relation to the interstate law to 
mare than offset the jurisdiction of the state 
court. 

The Transfer Meg's association gave notice 
this afternoon that it will apply to the 
United States court tomorrow for an injunc- 
tion against the strikers from interfering 
with their business. 


Riots Are Numerous. —

STRIKES DUE TO A MICROBE.. 


Indiana Labor Commissioner Reaches 
This Conclusion and Sees Cycles of 
Discontent Around World. 


Hammond, Ind., May 14.—[Special.}—The 
epidemic of labor strikes throughout the 
country is due to a disease microbe, accord- 
ing to B. F. Schmidt of Indianapolis, state 
labor oner. 

He reports thirty strikes on at present in 
Indiana, and thinks that the present strike 
crisis is traveling in cycles all over the world, 
and he cites the.troubles in Holland, Ger- 
many, Austria, and Australia, where until 
now no strikes had been known.

Plant Will Reopen in Part Today and 
on Monday 6,000 Men and Girls Will 
. Be Back at Their Places—Points at 
Issue to Be Submitted to Arbitra- 
tion—Chieago Federation of Labor 
a Peacemaker—Active Agitators to 
Be Reinstated. 


Acting under the guidance of the leaders 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor, em- 
ployés of the Deering harvester works voted 


| yesterday to accept the offers made by the 


company. The shops will reopen this morn- 
ing in many departments and on Monday 
all the 6,000 men and girls will be back at 
their places. All points at issue will be 
submitted to arbitration. 

The vital concession that induced the em- 
ployés to return was the promise that the 
nine hour day would be instituted. The 
workers will be freely permitted to become 
members of labor organizations under a 
guarantee of exemption from discrimina- 
tion therefor. All who went out onthe strike 
will be reinstated, including those active in 
the agitation. 

In addition to this general guarantee, Supt. 
B. A. 8. Clarke gave his word that F. A. 
Francke, former shop steward for the metal 
workers, should be restored. Fraucke's dis- 
charge is held responsible for the precipi- 
tation of the strike. 

Great Outdoor Meeting. 

The settlement came after a series of at- 
tempts to bring the management and the 
workers together. The negotiations were 
conducted by President Schardt and the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Federation of La- 
bor. Previous offers by the company had 
been refused by the men because not enough 
was definitely promised them and too much, 
it was felt, was left-open toarbitration. 

The proposition made yesterday was re- 
ported to the employés fn a great outdoor 
meeting near the shops. 
able which was large enough to hold the 
crowd, and so the voting was done by the 
men and girls marching past extemporized 
polling boxes. The ballots showed 525 votes 
for and 306 against returning to work. .

HIDING HAND OF LORIMER 


Jobn M. Smyth Appears as Chair- 


man and Tries to Smooth 


John M. Smyth took charge ot the repub- 
lican judicial campaign yesterday and pre- 
sided at the committee meeting. William 
Lorimer, however, will continue in an ad- 
visory capacity in directing the committee's 
work. 

While candidates and cbmmitteemen a 
peared to be in better humor, it developed 
that certain members of the executive body 
had decided that nothing would be done until 
the question of assessments was settled. 

We want to know what the candidates 
are going to do,” said one of the leaders, 
“before we go ahead with the campaign 
work. This committee does not intend to 
create a lot of expense and have a pile of 
bills coming in without knowing that the 
money with which to pay them will be forth- 
coming. 

“It has been said that some of the candi- 
dates will not contribute more than the 
first installment of $1,000. If that is true 
we want to know it now. I could not blame 
a few of our nominees for not wanting to 
put up $3,000, but they were anxious enough 
to get on the ticket and should pay their as- 
sessment.” 


Tries to Smooth Out Rough Places. 


This was one of the annoyances that Mr. 
Smyth tried to smooth over by showing how 
it could be disposed of, It was suggested 
that when these assessments were levied the 
committee did not contemplate taking $3,00) 
from the pocket of each candidate. It ex- 
pected, said a representative, that the friends 
directly interested in a candidate would 
chip in their little contributions. 

There is no doubt that Mr. Smyth was 
called in and prevailed on to preside in the 
hope of removing the belief that Lorimer 
was in command and control. It was a can- 
didates’ representative who said he was 
pleased to see.that Mr. Lorimer had been put 
out of the chairman's seat and sent to his 
place with the organization committee. 

Mr. Smyth also took a hand in the Mueller 
bill controversy. He not only made state- 
ments to the effect that in his judgment a 
veto of the wee aby by Gov. Yates would do 
more than anything else to defeat the repub- 
lican judicial ticket, but used his influence 
to have the governor sign it. He did this 
in two ways—by verbal and wired messages. 

Republicans Run to Threes. 

With three groups of candidates, three 
automobile buses, and three methods of 
campaigning, the republican candidates be- 
gan their campaign in three wards last night, 
the Second, Third, and Ninth. One party fol- 
lowed strictly the policy of a ‘* hand-to- 
hand campaign, devoting all their energy 
‘to handshaking and to greeting voters, lim- 
iting their speeches to a few words of thanks. 
This group included Candidates Brentano, 
Burke, Sprogle, Esher, and Smith. 

Another group, headed by Judge Hanecy, 
carried out the plan of a talk campaign 
of the old time pattern. Judge Hanecy 
talked vigorously and at length at each of

GLAW NARONIC'S FATE 


STEAMER LOST TEN YEARS AGO 
MAY HAVE BEEN BLOWN UP. 


Papers Found in Room Occupied by G. 
Rosseau, Alleged Umbria Plotter, 
Centain Mysterious Allusion to 
This Disaster, Which Has Never 
Been Accounted For—Recalls At- 
tempt to Destroy Sister Ship Tauric 
by Fire at Same Time. 


New York, May 14.—[Special.]—A clew 
found today by the police while they were 
tracing the movements of G. Rosseau, who is 
believed to have sént the infernal machine to 
the steamship Umbria last Saturday, leads to 
the suspicion that he may have been re- 
sponsible for the loss of the steamer Naronic, 
also of the White Star line, which was mys- 
teriously lost ten years ago. 

Henry de Belmont, a boarder in the Cur- 
rie house at 366 West Thirty-first street, 
where Rosseau stopped, professes to. have 
found in a closet just outside the second story 
front room, which Rosseau occupied, the 
torn fragments of an old French newspaper 
on the margin of which was written in French 
bits of disjointed sentences and phrases. 


Clippings Tell Story. 


When these fragments were pieced to- 
gether and translated into English they 
may be made to read as follows: The de- 
struction of the Naronic was complete. Mr. 
Lebruin, who made the box, has this moment 
gone to Chicago.” 

Mr. De Belmont says he found these frag- 
ments of writing in a pile of sweepings, in- 
cluding old newspapers and other rubbish, 
swept from Rosseau’s room after his de- 
parture. It is alleged also that the writing 
upon the margin bears a general resemblance 
in its principal characteristics to that of the

Mey Have Used Similar Devi 


Should this discovery prove to be genuine 
it may be shown that the loss of the Naronic 
may have been caused by a device similar 
to that sent to the Umbria. At the time it 
was lost it was the largest freight steam- 
ship of the White Star line. No authentic 
news of its fate was ever heard. 


Plot Against Tauric. | 

A strange discovery on a sister ship, the 
Tauric, a month after the Naronic's loss 
first inspired the thought that the latter 
ship may have been a victim of foul play. 
Excitement was occasioned in New York 
ten years ago by the finding of a quantity 
of large firecrackers in the middle of the 
Tauric’s cargo as it was being unloaded. 
This discovery was made at the time the 
world was eager to learn the fate of the Na- 
ronic, then three weeks overdue. 

The firecrackers found on the Tauric 
nestled in a large bale of jute, which is 
extremely inflammable. Agents of the com- 
pany in England, when notified of the dis- 
covery, cabled back that the firecrackers 
must have found lodgment on the ship after 
it arrived in New York harbor. No explana- 
tion of the matter was ever found. 

It was through a clew furnished by Mrs. 
Currie, the owner of the lodging house where 
Rosseau staid, that the police have traced 
the big trunk to Chicago. It was learned 
the trunk came in on the Wabash route 
from Chicago on Sunday night and had been 
checked through from Chicago by the Par- 
melee Express company. :

NEGRO ENVOY IN ROUBLE 


WAR DEPARTMENT AGENT HAS TO 
LEAVE MANILA. 


T. Thomas Fortune, Special Labor 
Commissioner to the Hawaiian and 
Philippine Islands, Becomes In- 
volved in Friend’s Quarrel and Is 
Charged with Resisting Officers of 
the Law—Health Board to Inoculate 
50,000 Chinese Against Plague.

MANILA, May 14.—After a difficulty with 
the local police, T. Thomas Fortune, the 
negro publisher of New York, appointed last 
year by the war department as a special 
commissioner to visit the Hawalian islands 
and the Philippines, has left Manila for 
home. A compamon of Mr. Fortune was 
arrested for a petty offense and Mr. Fortune 
accompanied him to the police station, where 
an argument led to a fight, during which the 
police clubbed Mr. Fortune's secretary and 
charged Mr. Fortune with resisting officers 
of the law.

‘MABIN| DIES OF CHOLERA. 


Member of Aguirialdo’s Cabinet and 
Once Deported to Guam a Victim of 
the Plague at Manila.

MANILA, May 14.—Mabini, the former 
minister of foreign affairs of the Filipino 
government, died of cholera at midnight. 
He was attacked with the disease on Tues- 
day last. 

Since his return from Guam Mabini had 
lived in seclusion. Captured correspondence 
of the Rizal province insurgents showed he 
had been in communication with them, but 


the letters were not of a seditious nature. 


The Filipinos and Americans generally 
regret the death of Mabini, but there will be 
no demonstration at his burial on account of 
the nature of his disease. 3 


Mabini, who was “Aguinaldo’s chief sup- | 


porter in the insurrection, was one of the 
last of the irreconcilables t6 acknowledge 
the sovereignty of the United States over 
the Philippine islands. He was captured on 
Dec. 10, 1899. Even after he was made a 
prisoner of war he kept up a correspondence 
with the insurgents in the field. Maj. Gen. 
MacArthur, then governor of the Philippines, 
transported Mabini to the island of Guam, 
because he defiantly refused amnesty. It 
was not until Aug. 29, 1902, that Mabini 
agreed to take the oath of loyalty to the 
Tnited States. He arrived at Manila from 
Guam on Feb. 26, 1908, and took the path of 
allegiance on board the transport before he 
was permitted to land. His conduct, from 
that date, was satisfactory to Gov. Taft. 


UNABLE TO FORCE RECIPROCITY. 


Packers Doubt Ability of the Govern- 
ment to Require Germany to Stop 
Meat Discrimination. 


Concerning the report from Washington 
that the agricultural appropriation bill con- 
tains a paragraph which empowers the gov- 
ernment to stop the importation of adulterat- 
ed meat foods, the Chicago packers are di- 
vided in their opinions. 

Arthur Meeker of Armour & Co. says the 
argument used by Dr. Wiley, the government 
chemist, ‘that this clause gives the govern- 
ment a club by which it can compel Ger- 
many to practice reciprocity in the matter 
of foodstuffs, is far fetched. He declared the 
importation of German foods to be insignifi- 
cant. Other packers also held this opinion. 

Secretary Charles W. Baker of the National 
Live stock exchange-said: 

“It does not make the matter obligatory 
on the part of our government officials, but 
gives them a convenient weapon by which 
they can induce our friends abroad to take 
_a fairer view of their trade relations with the 
United States.“ 

A representative of Nelson, Morris & Co. 
said he did not think our government would 
resort to any unfair means to bring about 
a better state of affairs in the foreign meat 
trade, but he was of opinion the officials 
ought to be given sufficient authority t6 pre- 
vent an unfriendly discrimination. 


GERMANY FIGHTS NEW DISEASE. 


Tropical Worm Malady Attacks Twenty 
Thousand Westphalian Miners and 
Is Frequently Fatal. 8 


BERLIN, May 14.—The government com- 
mission which has been investigating the 
tropical worm disease which has attacked 
20,000 Westphalian miners réports that only 
those who rarely see the sunlight are at- 
flicted. The disease causes inability to 
labor and is frequently fatal. The govern- 
ment will employ 150 doctors specially 
trained to combat the malady.

TALK OF SMALLER NAVY 


SUGGESTION IN PARLIAMENT. 
ENGLAND PROPOSE REDUCTION. 


Sir Charles Dilke and Others Express 
Belief That Plan Is Possible—Secre- 
tary ot Naval Affairs Arnold-Fors- 
ter Rejects Idea and Holds Great 
Britain Must Keep Abreast of Oth- 
ers—Shéuld Be Able to Guarantee 
Against 


A — 

LONDON, May 14:—The question of the 
reduction of naval armaments came up again 
today in the house of commons during a 
discussion of the estimates. The speakers 
suggested that the government take the 
first step in proposing a reduction to other 
powers. \ 

Sir Charles Dilke, advanced radical, said 
he thought this might be possible. In view 
of, the improved relations between Great 
Britain and France, those two nations might 
talk the matter over and subsequently ap- 
proach Russia. Even if Germany did not 

to a reduction, the three powers might 
effect something. It was not necessary for 
Great Britain to build against the United 
States. It would be as great a mistake to 
count upon the United States as an enemy 
as to count upon her as an active ally, for 
the United States had always been the great 
defender of the rights of neutrals. 


England Must Be Prepared. 

Mr. Arnold-Forster, the admiralty secre- 
tary, after having pointed out that it was the 
duty of the admiralty to deal with facts ab 
they were and not as they may be, said that 
all the great powers were increasing their 
maritime preparations, mainly Russia. Ace- 
cording to the available figures France and 
Russia together were now building three 
more battleships than Great Britain. As 
the actual force in ships which could be ar- 
rayed against Great Britain ought to be the 
guiding principle, he denied that the ad- 
miralty’s proposals were in excess of the 
requirements of the country. 

Whether European powers and the power 
across the Atlantic might come to some 
agreement in regard tothe cessation of arma- 
ments was not, however, the question to 
deal with now. The admiralty’s present 
duty was to give the nation a guarantee 
against’ attack, and more important still 
against defeat by any combination of the 
powers. 

Urges Change in Naval Laws. 

Sir Robert Reid, liberal, formerly attorney 
general, suggested that the government en- 
deavor to obtain an alteration of the laws of 
naval warfare, making foodstuffs not con- 


erty from capture. Such an agreement, he 
thought, would withdraw all temptation for 
foreign nations to build strong ndvies.

CARNEGIE MEANT NO OFFENSE. 


Explains That He Had No Intention of 
Hurting the Feelings of Cape Breton 
| Regarding Its Iron Industry. 


LONDON, May 14.—A dispatch today from 
Halifax, N. S., quotes Mayor Richardson of 
Sydney, C. B., as saying that the town coun- 
cil would return Andrew Carnegie’s gift of 
$15,000 for a library in Sydney because of an 
interview in London with Mr. Carnegie, in 
which he is alleged to have said that the 
iron:and steel industry of Cape Breton was 
a mirage.“ 

Mr. Carnegie said today he was sorry if 
anything he said had hurt the feelings of 
his Canadian friends. He did not remember 
using the word mirage,“ as it was wholly 
inapplicable. 

Mr. Carnegie knew they were making steel, 
or intended to make finished steel, in Nova 
Scotia. He had no doubt they would suc- 
ceed. On the other hand, it was ridiculous 
to compare anything that the million people 
could do with what could be achieved by the 
80,000,000 in the United States, which was 
making more steel than the rest of the world. 

Continuing, Mr. Carnegie said he had the 
warmest feeling for Canada, and added 
laughingly: The best thing I know about 
Canada is that it is mostly Scotch.” 


THOMAS PRAISED BY SOUSA. 


Bandmaster Says Retirement of Orches- 
tra Leader Would Be Irreparable 
Loss to American Music. 


BERLIN, May 14.—John Philip Sousa, the 
bandmaster, said today regarding a perma- 
nent home for the Thomas orchestra in 
Chicago: 

„It would be an irreparable loss to the 
culture of America if Thomas were permitted 
to gointo retirement. He is the indisputable 
leader and pioneer of all that is best in public 
music in America.

JEWS HELP VICTIMS OF RIOTS. 


Raise $4,000 in Chicago, Which Will 
Be Sent Direct to the Sufferers — 
in Russia. 


Since the first announcement of the massa- 
ore of Jews in Kishineff, Bessarabia, Russia, 
the Jews of Chicago have raised $4,000, which 
is to be sent directly-to those who lost their 
homes through the rioting. 

Yesterday another letter was received by 
the Jewish Press and Progress from its cor- 
respondent at Kishineff in which further de- 
tails of the riots were given. Mention was 
made of a donation of $10,000 for the relief 
of the suffering by Count Constantinovich, 
former governor general of the province of 
Bessarabia. Count Constantinovich is a 
nephew of the czar, and always has been 
friendly tg the Jews of Bessarabia. — 

On the day the letter was mailed it was an- 
nounced by the police that Hersni, who led 
the peasants in the rioting, had committed 
suicide by hanging while in jail. Although 
the city of Kishineff is under martial law, the 
Jews of the city still fear the rioting may be 
renewed at any time. 


INSURGENT TELLS OF FIGHT.

MORE RIOTING IS FEARED 


Hebrews Control Business and 
Employment in All the Prin- 
cipal Towns, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, May 14.—The desperate éco- | 
nomic situation in southwest Russia, be- 
tween Odessa and the Roumanian fronfler, 
has been brought to a crisis by the recent 
massacres of Jews, which, it is feared, will 
be repeated, as the racial and labor conflict 
— 73 region remains at a complete dead- 
oc , 

The Jews have in the course of years ac- 
quired not only control of trade but of em- 
ployment in all the principal towns. After 
much street violence against the Jews and 
scenes of bloodshed, they retaliated by with- 
holding both employment and trade,.as well 
as credit. . “Ke: 

A letter received in a Jewish philanthropic 
center in London today from the leading 
Jews of Kishineff states that shortly after 
the recent outrages the presidents of the 
workmen’s guilds, which were organized on 
the old paternal lines, complained to the gov- 
ernor of Kishineff-that the Jews refused to 
reinstate the workmen. The governor there- 
upon called the Jews together and told them 
in a few words that in their own interests 
they had better reinstate the workmen, 
which they were averse to doing. 

The Jewish authorities in London construe 
the action of the governor as a direct threat, 
and they fear that further troubles are im- 


minent. 
Details of the Massacre. 

The only dispatch concerning the massacre 
at Kishineff to be printed in the London 
newspapers today is from the St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Telegraph. This dis- 
patch states that the newspapers of Bi. 
Petersburg publish horrible details of the 
massacre. One carpenter had both of his 
hands sawed off by his own saw. Some wom- 
en had their eyes gouged out and others 
were mutilated. Some Jews had their arms 
pulled asunder from their bodies. Several | 
children were flung out of windows into the 
toi aoe Four thousand families are said to 

in nt. 

Authentic accounts from Kishineſt re- 
ceived at Jewish centers here describe the 
slaughter, which, it is stated, continued for 
nearly a week. On the first day ten persons 
were killed and eighty injured. The market 
was destroyed. On the second day the hos- 
pitals were filled with the victims. ‘Many 
others were lying on the streets. The town | 
was without bread and was short of meat. 
The writer who sent this story says: 

This was not a riot; it was a slaughter. 
They have killed and robbed the Jews, out- 
raged the women, and pillaged residences in 
all directions. 


Police Do Not Interfere. 

The police and soldiers stand with their 
hands behind their backs and do not attempt 
to interfere, beyond telling the mob which 
are Jewish and which Christian houses. The 
police also prevented the Jews from helping 
each other. 


“One Jewish carman brought a murdered | LI. 


Jew to the hospital. The carman was car- 
ried thither himself twenty minutes later 
with his skull split open. ’ 

This is only one instance tending to show 
the careful organization of the affair, which 
was due principaly to the anti-Semitic news- 
paper, Bessarabitz. Another evidence of the 
organization was the fact that many of the 
participants in the atrocities wore the dis- 
tinguished red smocks of the soldiers and 
police and stole whatever they could lay 
their hands on. 

“There were many students among the 
offenders, including one notorious law stu- 
dent of the name of Somigradeff. Many gen- 
tiles protested, but were frightened from 
active interference. All the big towns. of 


the Jews, who fear outbreaks at any time.“ 

The correspondent says fifty persons were 
killed, 350 were severely and over 1,000 slight- © 
ly wounded in the massacres. 


Toledo Jews May Be Victims. 
Toledo, O., May 14.—Because D. Goldstein | 
and Isaac Goodman have not received word 
from relatives in Kishineff for thirteen days 
since they should have heard they have given 


up hope and are almost certain that the 


absent ones were victims of the massacre. 
The Toledoeans thus supposed to be lost are 
the daughter of Mr. Goldstein and her seven 
children, and the sister of Mr. and 
her two daughters. j 


Says 37,000 Jews Are Expelled. 
The Standard this morning publishes a let- 
ter from Kleff, European Russia, describing 
the scenes witnessed there daily which arise 
from the expulsory edict against the Jews. 
This edict affects 37,000 persons. The Jews 
were given six months’ grace, but hoping for 
a respite a majority of them remained in 
Kleff until the end of this time, when they 
were obliged to sell their property at ruinous 
prices and depart hurriedly. ¥~ 
Hence,“ concludes the writer of the let- 
ter, the ever increasing emigration, espe- 
cially to the United States, which the emi- 
grant aid societies represent as a land of 
promise.“ 


Russian Officials Are Blamed. :

ROME, May 14.—The Avanti, a socialist 
newspaper, prints what is alleged to be an 
official Russian document stolen from the 
Russian ministry of the interior by a sé- 
clalist, through whom it came to the Avanti 
office. The document purports to be a letter 
written by M. von Plehwe, Russian minister 
of the interior, to the governor of Bessarabia, 
dated March 26, old style. It states that M. 
von Plehwe had learned that anti-Jewish 
@isorders were likely to occur in Bessarabia 
and that the governor should try to prevent 
such disorder by exhortations, without re- 
somting to armed force. The Avanti describes 
the letter as a command which was entirely 

responsible for the massacres at Kisheneff. 


Refugee Arrives in New York. 

New York, May 14.—[(Special.]—The first 
Jewish refugee from Kisheneff to reach 
America and to bring a personal account of 
the recent massacres of the Jews there ar- 
rived in the steerage of the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse, which got in Wednesday from 
Hamburg. He ts Jacob Friedman, a retail 
glass dealer in Kisheneff, and fied with his 
wife and children on the second day of the 
disturbances, after his grandfather had been 
clubbed to death before his eyes. 

On Kaster Sunday, Friedman said, he, his 
wife, and four children, and his grandfather 
were seated at a holiday dinner when they

NAVY YARD IS INSPECTED 


Roosevelt Concludes His Visit to 
San Francisco and Starts 
for Yosemite. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 14.—[Special. 
President Roosevelt this morning took aa 
in the dedication of the monument to the 
heroes of Manila, and then hurried to Berke- 
ley, where the degree of doctor of laws was 
conferred upon him by the University of 
California. After the ceremonies there a 
trip \was made to Oakland and the Mare 
island navy yards. The day was ended here 
with a banquet at the University club, after 
pte the president started for the Yosemite 

ey. 

In perfect California weather Presideut 
Roosevelt participated in the dedication of 
the monument erected in Union square in 
commemoration of the victory of the Amer- 
ican navy at Manila. The monument con- 
sists of a high shaft of white California 
granite, surmounted by a bronze figure of 
Victory, holding in one outstretched hand a 
wreath and in the other a trident. 

The president was escorted from the hotel 
to the square by all of the marines of the 
warships in the harbor. On the stand from 
which he spoke were the officers of the war- 


ships in San Francisco bay and vicinity, and 


the officers of the cruiser Grafton, the flag- 
ship of the British Pacific squadron. 

In a few words Chairman James G. Phelan 
presented the monument to the city of San 
Francisco, and it. was as briefly accepted 
by Mayor Schmitz on behalf of ‘the munici- 


Glory in Manila Victory. 

President Roosevelt said San Francisco 
should glory in commemorating the navy's 
victory at Manila, as it had opened the Pa- 
cific ocean to American commerce and more 
than any other event had contributed to give 
the United States a high place among the 
naval powers. He dwelt on the necessity of 
preparing ships, armament, and men for the 
navy. Naval battles are fought in advance 
and the Americans won at Manila because 
they had made ready to strike the blow. The 


“necessity of improving the navy was first 


made apparent in 1882, and all of the war- 
ships the navy now has were built since 
that time. Since the last war the naval 
strength of the United States has rapidly 
been increasing and under the wise provis- 
ions of the last congress has particularly 
advanced. 

He urged practical work at sea, particu- 
larly in marksmanship, saying: | 

Remember that the shots that count in 
war are the ones that hit.“ 

The president was then driven to the 
United States transport dock, whence the 
party proceeded to Berkeley. 


Attends Berkeley Commencement. 

The citizens of Berkeley united with the 
members of the faculty and students of the 
University of California in the welcome to 
the president. Long before the hour set 
for arrival of the special train the school 
children of the city, gayly festooned with 
flowers, assembled on either side of the street 
leading to the university entrance. 

The president drove to the new amphi- 
theater at the university, where the com- 
mencement exercises were held. He wore a 
hood and gown, in conformity with the de- 
gree of doctor of philosophy. 

The program had been timed so that the 
presidential party arrived just before the 
conferring of degrees by Gov. Pardee to the 
members of the graduating class. 

After the cheers which greeted the appear- 
ance of the president had subsided the rulers 
of the student body greeted the head of the 
nation with the Harvard yell. He gave ap- 
proval by nods and smiles. President Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler then conferred degrees 
upon the 400 collegians who sat upon the 
stage with cap and gown. 


President Receives 

The president was introduced by President 
Wheeler, who simply said: 

Theodore Roosevelt, president of the 
United States.“ Then as the chief execu- 
tive, attired in a black academic robe 
trimmed with purple, stepped into the sun- 
light, President Wheeler said: ‘‘ Theodore 
Roosevelt, by authority of the regents of the 
University of California, I confer upon you 
the degree of doctor of laws. This is the 
highest honor the state knows how to con- 
fer on you. Its best it gives gladly.” 

President Roosevelt then addressed the 
assemblage, eulogizing the state, its people, 
and the university, speaking in affectionate 
terms of his old time friend, President 
Wheeler. 

the close of the exercises the president 
left for Oakland, where he was driven 
through the principal streets, accompanied 
by Gov. Pardee, Senator Perkins, and the 
reception committee. In front of the high 
school the president delivered a short ad- 


dress. 

After inspecting the navy yard the presi- 
dent assisted in laying the corner stone of 
the IT. M. C. A. auxiliary at Vallejo.

Therefore it is said the govern- 
ment is not Hable for the expenses incurred 
in traveling between Washington and New 
York, although the bills have been presented 
and officially disapproved. 


For the ten months ending April 30 the. 
balance of trade shows a falling off of $225,- 
278,238, as compared with the same period 
in 1901, and there is even a decrease of $76, - 
620,806 as compared with last year. This is 
not due to any falling off in our foreign trade. 
On the contrary, the exports for the last ten 
months were $33,583,276 larger than for the 
preceding period. The sharp decline in the 
balance of trade is caused by the enormous 
advance in imports, which for the ten months. 
were $110,204,082 greater than for the same 
period of the last fiscal year. 


Red McGregor, a highly educated Spanish 
rooster, by crowing too much last night sub- 
jected his owner to a fine of $10 in a police 
court here today.

All the society people in Washington frol- 
icked at the country fair held on the lawn 
surrounding the old naval observatory this 
afternoon, and diplomats, both young and 
old, navy officers, army officers, and-society 
men generally paid high for the pleasure of 
buying hemstitched handkerchiefs from Miss 
Roosevelt, who was a clerk in the country 
store, or drinking a cup of milk fresh from a 
tired looking old cow which stood in the 
midst of fashion, looking on in bewilderment, 
from the fair hands of a dozen fashionable 
milk maids. Capt. Cowles sold the chances 
on a silver loving cup, while Mrs. Cowles and 
Signora Mayor des Planches, the wife of the 
Italian ambassador, sold tea. 

There were gay striped canopy tents with 
a bevy of beautifully dressed women under 
each, while dotted over the lawn and shaded 
by the great trees were dozens of little tables 
where refreshments were served. The broad 
walk running beside the ancient structure 
served as a midway, upon which was located 
the country store, presided over by Mrs. 
Ward Thoron as head saleswoman and gen- 
eral manager, with Miss Roosevelt, Mrs. 
Westinghouse, Miss Horstmann, and society 
girls as clerks. Next came the postoffice, 
which was located at one corner of the coun- 
try store, with Miss Boardman as postmis- 
tress, clad in a checked gingham frock, red 
wool shawl and genuine ole time” sun- 
bonnet. Belles and beaus willingly paid at 
the, rate of 50 cents apiece for mysterious 
letters, just for the fun of it.“ 

Miss Roosevelt looked pretty and fragile 
in a simple gown of white Unen, made with 
a long box plaited coat, belted in, a large 
white hat, and a big bow of illusion. under 
her chin. Dozens of letters were addressed 
to her. Beyond the postoffice was a great 
ice cream booth, presided over by Miss Wil- 
son, daughter of the secretary of agricult- 
ure. Mrs. Thomas F. Walsh, Miss Gwynn, 
and Mrs. Corbin sold candy and Miss Pat- 
ten and Miss Leiter, in a pink French lawn 
frock, embroidered in white, disposed of 
cakes and confections at trust prices. 

Probably the greatest hit of the fair was 
a tintype gallery, presided over by Miss 
Frances Benjamin Johnson, who was assist- 
ed by one of the young diplomats, who stood 
outside to drive away trade,“ as he put 
it, and who constantly cried: It is better 
to be taken on tin than to be taken in.“ 
Here the Italian and French ambassadors, 
a number of foreign ministers, Mrs. Cortel- 
you, the wife of the secretary of commerce, 


and dozens of notables locked pleasant 


for pictures. 

Countess Cassini wandered about the lawn 
in a picturesque white gown and a picture 
hat, with a large basket filled with flowers 
hanging from her shoulders by a ribbon, and 
reaped a rich harvest for the junior repub- 
lic.

One of the finest hits of the fair was a 
Washington belle, who, “ blacked up and 
wearing a regular ole Virginny costume, 
sold guesses upon her own identity for $1 
each. When the fair closed she alone had 
the secret.

There is plenty of talk about new Chicago 
theaters, but in all the haze of projects and 
@mbitions there is as yet no sign of that one 
@ar off divine event toward. which in the 
@pinion of many theatergoers the dramatic 
History of Chicago should move. There 
is no sign of the appearance of a stock 
company, where the traditions of the 
Comédig Francaise or Paris and the Burg 
theater of Vienna show themselves in the 
Subordination of the players to the play, in 
& frequent change of bill, in the assignment 
‘of minor roles to eompetent actors who have 
Perhaps played major roles during the pre- 
¥ious week, and in a broadly intelligent 
Sttempt to give the patrons of the house 
by means of enrefully selected plays a com- 
Prehensive view of the whole scope of dra- 
Maticliterature. 


Such a theater, of course, is an educa-, 


ionelas well as a recreational institution. | 


Tbere is one reason to hope, however, that 
we shal] not have such a theater in Chicago 
till we fre able to make it a success in the 
business sense of the word. What stock 
companies we now have in town are not on 
the exceptionally high esthetic level of the 
Irving Place theater company, but they cor- 
respond to an actual valid demand on the 
part of certain sections of the public. They 
are not imposed on the public by people who 
think they know what the public ought to 
have. They are not exotics. They are na- 
tive plants, with their roots deep down in 
the appreciation of their patrons. They pay, 
just as Shakspeare’s theater paid when he 
first presented his plays in London. | 
Contrast this position with that of the 
endowed: or subsidized theater for which 
wee are all inclined occasionally to long. The 
subsidized theatet does not have tö depend 
for its success on that best ultimate judge 
of things, the people. It passes into the 
hands of some small coterie of men repre- 
senting the judicious. Now, the judicious 
are excellent conservers of the achiévements 
of the past. So far as producing new things 
is concerned they are notoriously sterile. 
If the greatest writers of the present day 
are studied it will be found that they got 
their training under other hands than those 
of the judicious. They are most of them 
rebels, foreigners, and interlopers. They 
have had to fight their way from literary 
outlawry to literary respectability. Their 
readers will be the judicious of the next 
generation and will in their turn discoun- 
tenance the young unterrified who do vio- 
lence to traditions, conventions, and canons 
of criticism. . 

It would be most desirable, therefore, if 
when Chicago gets its big stock company 
the venture should be based on popular favor 
rather than on subsidization, which is a lit- 
tle bit too much like#galvanization. Of 
‘¢ourse, if we can’t have the stock company 
without the subsidies we shall be willing to 
allow the subsidies to be paid. Not every 
good thing can be expected to be ninety-nine 
and three-fourths per cent pure.

THE NEW FINANCIAL BILL 

President Roosevelt said at San Fran- 
cisco on Tuesday that in his judgment the 
next congresé should take up and dispose 
of the pressing questions relating to bank- 
ing and currency. Last week ‘Senators 
Aldrich, Allison, and Spooner; all members 
of the finance committee, had a conference 
at the Virginia Hot Springs, at which they 
agreed on the main features of a financial 
measure to be considered by the next con- 
gress. It is understood that it will contain 
gome of the provisions of the Aldrich bill, 
notably the one allowing other than United 
States bonds to be used as security for de- 
posits of government funds. | 

It is said that it has not been decided 
yet whether the banks shall be asked to 
pay interest on deposits. If they are not 
there will be a popular protest. If they 
are asked to pay interest, the Chicago banks 
may make the same unregsong ble objec- 
tions they did last February. No bill re-

If the Chicago banks object next winter 
to the payment of interest on goverument 
deposits they must assign another reason 
than the unprofitableness of deposits ac- 
cepted on such terms, Surely they will 
not venture again to submit the figures of 
some blundering subordinate showing a 
loss. Congress will decline to believe that 
a bank which has $100,000 of government | 
funds, secured by a deposit of $100,000 in 
3% per cent railroad bonds selling at par, 
or. of 4 per cent bonds realizing 314 per 
cent, will be a. loser if it pay the govern- 
ment $1,500 a yeam for the use of its 
money. The bank loans the $100,000 to 
its customers at 5 per cent and makes 
$3,500, If it were to charge 544 per cent, 
as it does sometimes, it would make a net 
profit of $4,000. | . 

As the price of money advances, that of 
securities diminishes. Gilt edged 314 per 
cent 100 year railroad gold bands, which 
sold for 110 a year ago last January, are 
a trifle below par now. It ought to be 
apparent to the snbtle intellect of a Chi- 
eago banker that it will not be a losing 
business to buy such bonds, deposit them 
with the government, and loan at 5 per 
cent the funds guaranteed by the deposit. | 
Often it would be unnecessary for a bank 
to buy bonds to guarantee government de- 
posits. It is the frequent custom of banks

A COLD FAREWELL.

This is the situation resulting from the 
passage of the child labor bill. The glass 


industry says that it simply won’t stay 


in IIlinois unless children are allowed to 
work at nicht. IIlfnois has been obliged, 
therefore, to make a choice between this 
child eating ogre and the preservation of 
the moral and physical strength of its boys 
and girls. It has concluded to let the child 
eating ogre go. Children are not to work 
at night in Illinois hereafter. 

But the new law has other merits be- 
sides its prohibition of night work. These 
merits are: First, it provides for a better 
system of registering children who have 
reached the age of 14 and who want to go 
to work; second, it reduces from 10 to 8 
the number of hours of labor per day al- 
lowed to children who are more than 14 
and less than 16 years of age. 

By virtue of this second provision IIli- 
nois is now able to say that in at least one 
point its child labor laws are superior to 
those of any other state. In Massachu- 
setts, which has been for years the star 
child labor reform state, children may still 
work ten hours a day and fifty-eight hours 
a week. In New York, under the new and 
improved law, they may work nine hours 
a day and fifty-four hours a week. Illinois 
alone has reached the radical position of 
eight hours a day and forty-eight hours a 
week. 

We have reason to be pleased, therefore, 
with the child labor reform work of the 
recent legislature, Meanwhile other states 
have not been idle. Even Pennsylvania has 
provided that children shall not work in 
the breakers till they are 14, or under 
ground till they are 16.

Queen Alexandra to hoM a court at the pal- 
ace in question on Tuesday last, the first 
function of the kind to be held there by 4 
British sovereign since that of King George 
IV. more than eighty years ago. 

It was all the more plucky on the part of 
the king, as he is far from being a well man. 
He has never been quite the same since hie 
eperation last year, and it has not escaped 
attention that throughout his recent Euro- 
pean tour he never once showed himself on 


horseback at any of the reviews of troops 


held in his honor at Gibraltar, Malta, Rome, 


‘and Paris. At Malta he had a small rostrum 


with a balustrade erected for him, on which 
he stood alone in the center of the parade 
ground to review the troops and the naval 
brigade, and at Rome, whereas King Victor 
Emmanuel and all the Italian princes were 
mounted, King Edward remained in the 
carriage with Queen Helene. At Paris, too, 
he drove in a carriage instead of riding on 
horseback at the Vincennes review, and it Is 
doubtful whether he will ever be well enough 
to be seen on horseback once more, a fact 
which does not, however, prevent him from 
fulfilling his multifarious duties with more 
even than his wonted energy. 
— 
Apropos of visits to Rome, the kaiser seems 


to have given a good deal of offense by taking 


along with him to Italy a mounted escort of 
German cutrassiers in order to accompany 
his carriage when he drove to call upon the 
pope at the vatican. The Italians not un- 
naturally insist that it wag an affront to their 
king and to their government for the kaiser 
to bring Prussian troopers with him to escort 
him in the streets of Rome, just as if Italian 
cavalry was not good endugh for the pur- 
pose. This has been pretty generally dis- 
cussed in the Italian press.

- OW “GOD AND MUSIC.” 


Author Strives to Trace the subtle Re- 
lations Between Theology and 
Harmony—He Follows a, Line of 
Thought Which Will Appeal to 
Lovers of Music and to Those Who 

. Seek the Deeper Meanings and Sa- 
eredness of Life. 


“God and Music,“ as the title implies, 
shows the relation between theological truth 
and music. The author believes that in the 
esthetic charm of music there is so strong a 
semblance to matters divine as to make the 
relationship worthy of the most careful 
consideration. The line of thought which he 
has followed will appeal to the lovers of 
music as well as to those who seek the deeper 
meaning of life. The argument grows out 
of the belief that the being and disposition of 
God are clearly intimated and illustrated in 
the elements of music. Harmony is the key- 
note of both. This phase of theistic evidence 


nas been exploited systematically. The pres- 


ent book does not attempt to cover the whole 
territory of theological esthetics, but is 
limited to that part which is found in the 
art and exact science of music. The author 
believes that the elaborate mathematics of 


music, the frame of rigid laws which give 


stability and universality to the system of 
sweet sounds, but are nevertheless plastic 
and obedient to the inspiration of the com- 
poser and the executant, indicate a mathe- 
matical mind as the origin of the acoustic 
universe. 

To all there must have béen a suggestion as 
there was to the ancien# that in the sweet- 
ness and beauty of music there is something. 
closely akin to the spirit of the Creator. 
Music with its soul stirring power and its 
uplifting influence indicates clearly the sem- 
blance. The use of music in the churches is 
the recognition of this principle. 

The practical utility music as a healing 
agent of many diseases, especially, of the 
brain and nerves, is caréfully treated in one 
chapter. The interesting collection of facts 
and opinions from many sources touching 
musical therapeutics gives a cally un- 
known phase of the subject. 

The course of reasoning throughout is 
lighted up by frequent references to striking 
facts of science and abundant illustrations 
from history and the actual influence and 
many benefits of music. For instance, the 
remarkable adaptation of the common air 
for creation and carrying of musical sounds, 
the unique provision for the rarely heard 
over tones that accompany every musical 
note show the divine origin of music. 

The book has been highly commended by 
leading theologians and musicians who 
the advance sheets. - 

Dr. Edwards is a retired Brooklyn pastor, 
who is deeply interested in the study of.the 
refined arts of life—and his book in its charm 
and scholarly qualities will find many read- 
ers and admirers.

THE NEW AMERICA. 
Another Foreigner Surveys Us and 
Writes a Book. 

“America changes so fast, says Mr. 
Bryce in his Ameritan Commonwealth, 
that every few years a new crop of books 
is needed to describe the new face which 
things have put on, the new problems that 
have appeared, the new ideas germinating 
among the people, the new and unexpected 
developments, for evil as well as for good, of 
which her established institutions have been 
found capable.“ Mr. Beckles Willson evi- 
dently considers the time ripe for his obser- 
vations on The New America: A Study 
of the Imperial Republic (E. P. Dutton & 
Co.) He aims to point out broadly some of 
the new conditions and tendencies which 
appear to him to prevail in the external and 
dcmestic politics, the commerce, the socie- 
ty, the Nterature of the United States of 
America, Mr. Willson presents his conclu- 
sions upon such subjects as the growth of 
presidential power; expansion and imperial- 
ism; the new constitution and laws; the new 
diplomacy, commerce, shipping, immigra- 
tion, politics, and literature; the Monroe 
policy; the army; trusts and combines: ed- 
ucation and science; progress and character. 

All these topics and others he treats intel- 
ligently and interestingly, with a knowledge 
gained by some years’ residence in this 
country, and from a point of view utterly 
and ineradically alien. The note of patron- 
age, and, worse, the note of wrong and un- 
discriminating praise, is far too much in 
evidence. ‘ For the first time in her his- 
tory,’’ he says, America shows a united 
front to the world, which it were disingenu- 
ous for us not to acknowledge. Brief- 
ly, it may be said that the states have been 
a century in labor and have put forth a na- 
tion. America's accents, though 
brusque and untrained, are beginning to be 
heard respectfully in the concert of nations. 
: . After a long period of backwoods se- 
clusion, of introspéction—of quarantine, 
shall we say ?—America emerges more toler- 
ant and, to us, more tolerable. The rough 
edges are being worn from her character. 
Fifty years ago she spurned the cup as an 
unholy thing, but now she drinks deep of the 
draft of Europe, and gives the old lands that 
Rattery which is the sincerest of al! flattery, 
and promises us—the other nations of the 
earth—a boon companionship.” 

The book is well written and suggestive in 
more ways than the author intended it to 
be, though it gives little matter which either 
the imperialists or anti-imperialists—and, 
through them, the public—Have overlooked. 


COLEMAN’S SOCIAL ETHICS. 
A Helpful Contribution to the Larger 
Thought of the Time. 

** Social Ethics,” by Prof. James M. Cole- 
man of Geneva college (the Baker & Taylor 
company), is a book written from a frankly 
and distinctly Christian point of view. There 
is no lack of social studies, says the author, 
but there is room for a book, he thinks, which 
treats social oe from this point of 
view and yet gives adequate place to the 
conclusions of science and philosophy. What 
is wanted, he says, is a Christian cosmic 
philosophy; and this, in part, is what he has 
aimed to outline. 

The conception of the state and the rela- 
tion which it bears to social institutions fol- 
lows the lines indicated by Prof. John Dewey. 
A too close adherence to the biological analo- 
gies is too materialistic to offer any just 
explanation. The subject of social study is 
the social mind; the will which controls in 
social affairs is the social will; and it is this 


‘fact which makes the social organism so 


much more than the animal organism in 
which Mr. Spencer seeks the explanation of 
society. The parts of the animal body are 
inanimate; the elements of the state are in- 
dividual spirits. It is the social spirit that 
makes a state. The state is thus a moral 
personality. What we have to examine is 
not social tissue but the social mind. 

In the elucidation and application of his 
idea—which is done with remarkable con- 
cisenessand cogency of reasoning and felicity 
of statement—the author goes on to speak of 
social institutions, church and state, state 
and the individual social mind, social con- 
science, social forces, sovereignty of the 
state, law, authority, the social confession 
of Christ, and what constitutes a Christian 
state. 

The book as a whole is a distinctly helpful 
contribution to the larger, wiser thought of 
the time.

To believe that we are verily the sons of 
God is thus made the prime and the final 
creed. Mr. Bates in this thoughtful vol-

New German Duty. 


Advices from a well informed grain dealer 
of Berlin, under date of April 30, give some 
interesting information in regard to the ad- 
ditional duty on wheat and corn, the date 
when they are to go into effect, and their 
probable influence on imports. It seems that 
while the general expectation is that the 
duty wil} go on Jan. 1. 1904, it is quite likely it 
may not be applied before Jan. 1, 1905. The 
present duty on wheat is 35 marks per 1,000 
kilograms, and it will be raised to 55 marks 
per 1,000 kilograms. ‘“‘ As to future imports 


duty will make no difference whatever in 
their magnitude. American and other hard 
wheats are not imported, because we, our- 
selves, do not raise sufficient wheat for our 
own requirements, but because millers can- 
not do without them, and Germany produces 
soft red wheat only. It is a question of qual- 
ity, as flour will not rise and keep sufficiently 
if manufactured from home grown wheat 
only. Millers must have it, no matter what 
the duty, and therefore imports will certainly 
not suffer. Of course, whenever the date of 
the higher duty is fixed by his majesty the 
Emperor William II., and ample notice wil! 
be given of the termination of the existing 
comme 1 treaties with the different and 
most favored nations, a large business will 
be done directly, and especially during the 
last few months before the duty goes into 
effect. Of course, during these months all 
the mills will fill up, and every importer, 
dealer, and economizing housewife will do 
likewise. It is probable the duty will go into 
effect at a certain hour and that it will not 
apply to any wheat unloaded in German 
harbors, but will apply to any grain still in 
vessels. On the other hand, some in the trade 
think it will apply to foreign wheat in ware- 
houses not actually owned by millers. The 
duty on corn will be raised from 15 marks to 40 
marks per 1,000 kilograms, and we are afraid 
the tmports will suffer in consequence, be- 
cause it is imported on account of its cheap- 
ness in comparison to our home grown feed.

Trust Company Withdra 

The exodus of trust companies wale the 
New York clearing house association has 
grown to important proportions. The Mor- 
ton Trust compan is the last to make an- 
nouncement that checks and drafts on the 
company should be presented for payment 
at its office. It will retire from the associa- 
tion on May 20. 

Altogether six concerns have signified their 
intention of withdrawing. They carry total 
deposits of $227,500,000. The clearing house 
rule requires that trust companies clearing 
through it shall after June 1 carry 5 per 
cent cash reserve against their deposits. As 
the total deposits of the trust companies 
was approximately $400,000,000 the com- 
panies would be required to lock up $20,000,- 
000 in their vaults. With the withdrawal, 
therefore, of six concerns, the amount of 
cash which they would have been required 
to keep, $11,364,705,, will not now be taken 
out of circulation. To that extent the New 
York money market presumably is helped. 

Union Trust company, which was the first 
to withdraw, carried practically a 5 per 
cent cash reserve. The other concerns, how- 
ever, have carried but a nominal amount 
in ther. ofn vaults, having their reserve 
deposited. with national banks. The six 
withdrawing institutions, their deposits, the 
reserve which they would have been re- 
quired to carry, and the cash which they 
actually had on hand on Dec. 81.

It is announced that the directors of the 
Monon have changed the dates for the decla- 
ration of dividends from October and April 
to December and June.

James H. Eckels Says They May Regein 
Their Prestige and Become Profit- 
able Institutions. 


“An insolvent bank not only can regain 
Aus lost prestige, but may become a most 
profitable institution by careful manage 
ment,” said James H. Eckels, former con- 
troller of the currency, while addressing the 
Men's club of the Fourth Presbyterian 


During the four years I was at Washing- 
ton, continued Mr. Eckels, “ 165 national 
banks failed. One hundred and fifteen of 
these were afterwards reopened, and 100 be- 
came successful. Witness the Third National 
bank of this city. Huntington W. Jackson 
was appointed receiver, and under his man- 
agement the creditors were paid in full and 
the stock became worth $300 a share.“ 

Mr. Bckels explained in detail the national 
banking act, passed at the close of the civil 
war to afford a market for bonds issued dur- 
ing the war. It was not a success, he said, 
until by arbitrarily imposing a tax of 10 per 
cent on state bank notes the government 
placed them out of commission and gave an 
impetus to the organization of national 
banks. 


Canadian Commons Adopts Resolution 
to Aid Commerce on Lakes, Atlantic 
,and Pacific Coasts. 


Ottawa, Ont., May 14.—[Special.]—For the 
urpose of equipping the lakes and the At- 
antic and Pacific coasts with dry docks 
capable of accommodating the heaviest 
steamships, the government today offered a 
resolution in the commons authorizing the 
payment of subsidies to approved under- 
takings of this sort. These will not exceed 
8 per cent of the cost of the work during 
twenty years from the time of completion 
and acceptance, No such subsidy is to ex- 
ceed $30,000 a year.
